Election

1. This application, .as.bes.L contains claims directed to the 
following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species A - directed towards claims 5, a sun visor. 

Species B - directed towards claims 6-8, a method of manufacturing a sun 
visor to include fusing. 

Species C - directed towards claims 9-14, a sun visor to include a corner 
strut member. 

Species D - directed towards claims 15-19, a method of manufacturing a sun 
visor to include a corner strut member and bonding. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable. As best understood . Examiner has identified 
the Species (A, B, C, etc.) but Applicant may amend, with a detailed explanation, 
the composition of each species (A, B, C, etc.) to include associated/respective 
figures/limitations to distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. Currently, there appears to be no claim, whjch is generic to all 
species.
